Going To School 


SHOULD BE WELL ‘PREPARED 
IN HEALTH MATTERS 


“Are your ~ children - ready for 


‘school—from a health standpoint?” 


Dr. A. E. Heustis, 
asked 


This question, 
State Health -Commissioner, 
Michigan parents today. 
“Michigan’s second contingent of 
“war babies” 110,000 strong, will en- 
ter school for the first time this fall. 
Every one of them should be in the 


best health possible. and should be 


protected ‘against diptheria, whoop- 
ing cough, smallpox and lockjaw be- 
fore he takes his place in the school- 
Heustis. advised. 

.. “Many Michigan children received 
their immunization treatments or 
booster doses during the statewide 
immunization campaign in May, but 
these children who. have. not had im- 
munization or booster doses should 


‘be taken to their physician at once,” 


Dr. Heustis said. _ 

The Michigan ei echartniont of 
Health - recommends . immunization 
against .diptheria,. whooping cough, 
smallpox, and lockjaw before the 
child’s .-first birthday, »followed by 
booster doses against diphtheria, 
whooping cough and lockjaw at three 
years and booster doses against all 
four diseases at. age five, before the 
child ‘enters school.. 

“The new school’ situation will 
place. added: demands on. the “child’s 
energy and morale. He should be. in 
the best health possible to enjoy and 
adapt himself to the. new situation 


‘and.to get the most . from it,” Dr. 
‘Heustic pointed out. ° 


“Tf the child who is to enter ‘school 
this fall has not had a complete phy- 
in the past six 
months he should be taken to a phy- 
sician for examination now. Where 
treatment is recommended, the phy- 
sician’s advice should be followed at 
once to insure optimum health when 
school opens. 

“The chitid: should.” get: plenty. ‘of 
rest before. ‘school opens. He should |. 
be protected: ‘from -unnécessary. ex- 
posure to disease;,” ‘but* ‘his. adjustment: 
to school life will be better if he is 
allowed to play with other children 
in his own neighborhood. ~ 

“Then one other precaution:. Show 
the child the safest route to school, 
and take him over it, pointing out 
any hazards which may exist. Pres-

John Beebe Home 
Damaged by Fire 

Early Thursday Morning 


The home of John Beebe, at the 
corner of Fourth and North  Sts., 
was extensively. damaged by fire 
around 2:30 o’clock Thursday morn- 
ing. 

Damage by fire was confined to the 
upper story by the East Jordan Fire 
Department, the first floor damage 
being totally due to water. The house 
was unoccupied at the time. For the 
past several days the owner, John 
Beebe and his wife, had been en- 
gaged in repairing and painting the 
interior. John’s mother, Mrs. Charles 
Beebe, holds a life lease on the pro- 
perty. 

Mr. and Mrs. Lewis Zoulek, whose 
home adjoins the Beebe place, 
were awakened by the dense smoke 
and, upon investigation, found the 
fire just breaking through the roof, 
and turned in the alarm. 

This house, one of several in East 
Jordan built after the same hip-roof 
pattern, contained one of the unique 
chimney styles that was prevalent 
among builders of an era past. This 
chimney, in a distance of approxi- 
mately three feet, was offset corner- 
wise half the width of the chimney. 
This practice is now regarded as a 
fire hazard and is not indulged in by 
the builders of today. The chimney, 
still standing, is defying the laws of 
gravity and is an interesting sight. 
There are probably dozens of other 
such fire hazards hidden away in the 
attics.of East Jordan homes.

AREA TO BE CONSOLIDATED 
SEPT. 10th 

The Michigan Bell Telephone Co. 

has set Saturday, ‘Sept. 10, .as-the 


date extended-area telephone service 
between East Jordan and two of its 
neighboring communitnes will be in- 
augurated. 

C. L. Johnson, manager, said at ex- 
actly 12:01 a. m. that day, the neces- 
sary equipment with which to operate 
the new calling system will be cut in- 
to service. No special ceremony has 
been arranged because of the time 
element. . 

Beginning on that day, customers 
in East Jordan will be able to make 
unlimited, toll-free calls to Charle- 
voix and Boyne City. Customers in 
these two cities may, beginning at 
the same time also, call East Jordan 
as often, and talk as long as they 
wish without paying toll charges. 

The calling procedure for custom- 


‘ers in all three cities wishing to make 


ealls under the extended-area plan 
will remain unchanged after the 
“cutover’. They will continue to give 
the number of the telephone they are 
calling to their local operators who 
will complete the call for them. 

Michigan Bell’s latest up-to-date 
Charlevoix Directory in this area 
contains the alphabetical listings of 
subscribers in. East Jordan, Charle- 
voix, and Boyne City as well as a 
combined classified section at the 
back. 

Instructions on how to make calls 
under the extended-area plan will be 
contained on directory “stickers” to. 
be sent to subscribers before the 
“eutover”’ Johnson said. The manag- 
er said the gummed stickers are to be 
attached to the new directory. 

When the new service is introduc- 
ed on Sept. 10, the calling area for. 
East Jordan will extend beyond the 
568 telephones in its own exchange 
to include the 2,240 telephones in the 
combined axchanges of Boyne City 
and Charlevoix as well. 

At that time, East. Jordan’s tele- 
phone rates would move up to the 
the Michigan Public Service Commis- 
sion, supplanting the temporary 
rates in effect since Oct. 16, 1948. 

‘Charges for the new service will be 
based on rate schedules previously 
approved by the Commission, under 
which the number of telephones that 
can be reached in the flat rate area 
determines the schedule of Hag. 
monthly rates to be applied. | 

For example, Johnson said, sibs 
seribers of individual residence ser- 
vice would pay monthly charges of 
$2.75 instead of the $2.25 they now 
pay, and subscribers to 2-party resi- 
dence service would pay $2.25 
monthly instead of $2.00. 

These rates would apply until such 
time as the Commission issues an or- 
der on the application for higher 
rates which the company filed last 
December.

48 all-pullet flocks had tuberculosis, 


while 22 of 53 mixed flocks had the 
disease. 

According to Dr. Ralph Belding, 
poultry pathologist at Michigan State 
College, tuberculosis control of the 
flock is important. The disease low-: 
ers the birds’ vitality, makes them 
more susceptible to other diseases 
and increases death losses. 

Adopting an all-pullet flock pro- 
gram will also help control tubercul- 
osis in swine, too. About 90 percent 
of the disease in hogs comes from in- | 
fected chickens. 

Dr. Belding lists these stept to 
help in the control work: 

1.. Provide separate lots for your 
swine and poultry. 

2. Raise the pullets on a clean 
range away from the hens. 

8. Clean and disinfect laying hous- 
es after selling the old flock and be- 
fore moving pullets* into them this 
fall. He advises that cresol be used 
to disinfect houses and equipment 
where a diagnosis of tuberculosis has - 
been made, 
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POLITICS: 
GOP Seeks Unity ; 


_ The one thing it did not have in 
1948 and the one thing it seeks most 
in 1952 is the one thing the Republi- 
can party seems most unlikely to 
find—and that is unity. 2 


IT is characteristic of the Amer- 
-ican voter that when things are go- 
ing fairly smooth at home, there 
is little disposition to change .ad- 
ministrations. The long tenure of 
the Republicans and the even long- 
er tenure. of the Democrats with 
Roosevelt and Truman point ‘up 
that fact. 


Therefore, if the GOP failed to 
attain unity in the 1952 presiden- 
tial race, how could the party ever 


hope to win? There was an outside. 


chance that, under a unified cam- 
paign, the party might win in ’52. 
That chanc. lies in the fact that a 
lot of Republicans have been vot- 
ing with the Democrats simply be- 
cause they were at odds with their 
own party’s. candidate and fed up 
with the ‘‘me, too’’ policies of 
twice-contender Thomas E. Dewey. 


BUT the chance for any real 
harmony within the party was 
slim. This was indicated by the 
bitter split in factions when Guy 
George Gabrielson of New Jersey 
was selected to replace Hugh D. 
Scott, Jr., of Pennsylvania, as the 
party’s national chairman. 


The changeover served merely to 
stir up new party turmoil and to 
pose the more immediate problem 
of unity in the congressional races 
now just 15 months away. Whether 
Gabrielson can bring this. about is, 
of course, wholly conjectural; but 
it should be remembered that if 
the GOP would not run hitched to- 
gether when the White House was 
the desired destination, there is 
little reason to expect them to hold 
tight in congressional contests.

God's Map for Me 


Lesson for August 28, 1949 


105; 119. 
Proverbs 


OW did the writers of the Bible 
think about the Bible? We can 
get part of the answer by looking 
at our Psalms for this week. These 
poets already possessed a part of 
our Bible: the Law, some historical 
books, perhaps. some of the Proph- 
ets. It was an incomplete Bible 
they had—but they loved it. 
They did not think of it or use it 
in some of the mistaken ways you 
may find some people thinking of 
the Bible today. They did not think 
enough - to 
read a line or two 
before going to bed 
every night: They 
fid not think that 
having a copy of it 
around would bring 
good luck, or scare 


off demons. They 
said nothing about 
the Bible’s being 
great literature. py, Foreman 


They were not Nat 
all bothered by miracle stories in 


Scripture; they believed them, and 


took them as evidences of the 
mightly power of God (see Psalm 
105). They did not look on the Bible 
as chiefly a dictionary of Don’ts. 
They did not think of it as a Sab- 
bath book, but rather as an every- 
day one. It did not strike them as 
a book of mystery. 
* * & 

The Psalmists’ Bible 
iB reading Psalm 19:7-14, it is in- 

teresting to see how many differ- 
ent things the Psatmist says about 
the Word of God. He calls it by 
various names, but that is only be- 
cause, being a poet, he likes to use 
several words for the same thing. 
As for Psalm 105, where else but in 
his Bible would the poet have 
learned that story of Abraham, 
TIsaac,. Jacob, Joseph and the de- 
liverance from Egypt? 


The reader of this Psalm will 
observe that the subject of most 
of the sentences is GOD. As 
the poet reviews his people’s 
history, he shows that. it is not 
simply the doings of the Israel- © 
ites, but it is God who, brings 
things to pass. — ‘ 


‘*Man proposes but God disposes” 
is a proverb which the writer of 
Psalm 105 would approve. Psalm 119 
is known as an ‘‘alphabetic’’ or 
“acrostic’? poem. It is divided into 
22 sections, each one exactly eight 
verses long. There are 22 letters in 
the Hebrew alphabet, and in the 


Hebrew original of this Psalm each. 


verse of the first section begins 
with the first letter, of the Hebrew 
alphabet, Aleph; in. the next sec- 
tion, Beth, and So on down to the 
last letter. Tau. 
, o 
The Book of God 
HAT the writers of these Psalms 
said about the -partly-done 
Bible of their times is of course 
even more true of the completed 
Bible which is our heritage as 
Christians. One thing they make 
clear is that this is first of all God’s 
book. They knew as well as we do 
that different human minds had a 


part of it, but-for all that it is 
always God whose message comes 


through what they wrote. The Bible, 
properly understood, reveals the 
mind of God and the. will of God. 
The Bible reveals also the doings 
of God. His story is the weaving of 


. God’s eternal decrees on the looms 


of time. Again, these poets see: that 
the Bible is for man and about man. 


None of them thought of it as 
a guide to héaven, but rather 
as a road map or to guide us: 
through the mazes of this world. 
Psalm 119 stresses this world. 
and no other, as -the- world on 
which God’s ight: shines, 


so many lengths of. barbed .wire to 
fence us in, rather road-signs to 
guide us on life’s open highway. 
The Bible presents the ‘‘How”’ of 
living. It is God's map for me. 


The Bible in The Heart | 
‘HE SENTENCE: | “Thy word 
have I hid in my heart” 
(Psalm 119:11) is the clue to the 
right use of the Bible. When a 
Hebrew writer says “heart’’ he 
means something more than mere 


emotion. The word means char-’ 


acter, what a man really is. A 
young Korean. was learning the 
Sermon on the Mount, but making 
slow work of it. 


When a missionary asked him 
about it, the boy said, “I have 
to be slow. First I learn a 
verse, then I go out. and live it. 
I can learn the words in a few 
minutes; but it. takes longer . 
than that to live it.” 


That is the right idea. One verse, 
translated into living, is worth 
more than a chapter that never 
gets deeper in than the edge of ‘the 
brain.

Open Gates Lead 
To Cattle Bloat 


A gate left open so thet cows can 
get in a corn field is an invitation to 
trouble, warns Dr. B. J. Killham, 
Michigan State College veterinarian. 

Severe losses occurr because of 
bloat or inpaction when cattle get in- 
to corn fields. Clover or alfalfa pas- 
tures are dangerous at certain times 
after it rains. 


Keeping close watch over the herd. 


will help avoid bloat trouble. Cattle 
to be placed on clover or alfalfa pas- 
tures for the first time should first 
be given all the hay they will eat, 


then turned out into the pasture af- 
ter rain and dew have evaporated. 


About a half-hour is long enough for 
eattle to graze the first few times. 
In case symptons of bloat or im- 
paction appear, no time should be 
lost in summoning the aid of a veter- 
inarian, Dr. Killham advises.

ERP FUND: 
5.75 Billions More 


The European recovery program 
appeared set for another year. The 
‘senate, by a vote of 63 to 7, voted a 
5.75 billion dollar appropriation to 
take care of European recovery 
‘needs and pay U.S. occupation 
-eosts abroad. Final action came 
after two weeks of debate. 


THE SENATE voted a full 12- 
month program, with no authority 
‘of the spending agency to expend 
the money in a shorter period. At 
the same time, it approved an out- 
lay of $344,000 for a congressional 

‘ watchdog committee to keep a 
check on foreign spending. 


The upper chamber of congress 
gave tacit approval to nationaliza- 
- tion of industries—in England, that 
is—by knocking down an amend- 
ment which would have withheld 
recovery funds from any nation 
-which in the future nationalized an 
industry. This was aimed directly 
at Great Britain. 

The bill provided: 

One. hundred and fifty million 
dollars for ECA loans to Europe. 

A billion, ,740 million dollars for 
_ECA’s May-June operations. 

NINE HUNDRED MILLION 
for army occupation costs in Ger- 
many, Austria, Japan and the 
_Ryuku islands. 

Forty-five billion for Greece and 
Turkey. 

In its struggle with the bill, the 
senate beat off efforts to earmark 
500 million dollars for a loan to 
Spain and to require the ECA and 
the army to. earmark two billion 
‘dollars for surplus U. S. farm prod- 
ucts.

According to reliable reports, 
Moscow’s jamming of radio pro- 
grams has tuned down the ‘Voice 
of America’? to a mere whisper of 
its former self. 

THESE REPORTS declare that 
Russian interference with  pro- 
grams beamed to the Soviet has 
been so effective as to cut to 10 
per cent the American broadcasts 
which now permeate the region 
around Moscow. 

Two official American protests 
against these jamming tactics 
were made last year, but in each 
case Moscow disclaimed any know- 
ledge of such interference.. 

The Kremlin aim is obvious. Rus- 
sian leaders are making every ef- 
fort to isolate the Soviet people 
more completely from the west. 
Reception of American- originated 
broadcasts would have no place in 
that objective. 


U.S. INCOMES: 
Higher Than Ever 


The status of consumer buying 
power in the nation was good. In 
fact, personal incomes, which. are 
the mainspring of such buying, in- 
creased in June, according to. re- 
ports of the federal department of 
commerce. 

THE RISE helped push incomes 
for the first six months of 1949 to a 
level 2.6 per cent higher than the 
first half of boom-time 1948. 

The report estimated “that the 
flow of personal income from all 
‘sources reached an annual rate of 
213.5 billion dollars in June. The 
commerce department’s study 
showed the upturn had been con- 
tinuing for three months, April 
‘through June, and that the gain ac- 
celerated as it continued, 

An increase in farm income was 
cited by’ the department as the 
main cause of the June increase in- 
personal income, as compared with 
that of May. 

THE DEPARTMENT regarded 
as more significant, however, the 
fact that factory payrolls were 
credited with .a slight increase in 
June after having declined steadily 
since last September. 


COMIC BOOKS: 


New Approach 


The impact. of so-called ‘‘comic 
books’? on juvenile minds and their 
influence for good or evil has re- 
cently been a subject of wide- 
spread controversy in these United 
States. Some municipalities banned 
sale of the more objectionable 
books, others contented themselves 
with talking; but San Diego, it ap- 
pears, has come up with a most 
sensible approach. 

That southern California city has 
-started what it calls a ‘tcomic book 


of the month club.”’ It’s purpose is | 


to -‘‘put the fun. back into funny 
books,’’ from whence it has been 
conspicuously absent all these 
years. 

The movement was launched aft- 
er many San Diego families be- 
came disturbed about the subject 
matter of many of the comic books, 

THE project depends upon co- 
operation of the comic-book pub- 
lishers. If that can be obtained, 
publishers would submit the books 
to a board of review in advance of 
publication. Books that were ap- 
proved would be mailed to club 
subscribers, who would be divided 
into different age groups.
